HAINAN ISLAND 
OF PROGRESS. 


ONE oF. THE RICHEST PARTS 
OF CHINA. 


ROTARY SPEECH. 

That there were grent ‘oppor- 
tunities for agricultural expansion 
in Hainan Island, that it was con- 
sidercd to bo one of the richest 
parts of China'nnd, if properly 
developed, could support ten mil- 
Hon people instead of its present 
estimated population of betweon 
two and three million, were points 
by Doctor M. Bercovitz, 
when addressing” Rotarians at 
yesterday’s lunchcon at Mcsars. 
Lano Crawford's restaurant, 

Tho Chairman (Sir William 
Hornell) welcomed Rotarlan H. 
Hutchen of Singapore, and asked 
him ‘to take back with him the 
good wishes and respectful 
greetings of the Hongkong Club, 

He also welcomed Mr. D. D. 
McKay, Mr. H. B. Bailey and Mr. 
Cc. Y, Chan, 

After expreasing the pleasure 
it gave him to be asked to address 
the meeting ‘and saying he felt 
it a great honour to be invited 
to speak, Dr. Bercovitz sald that: 
hia experlenca of Hainan Island 
dated from 1916 whon he went 
there from America. He spoke 
briefly of his journcy from Hong- 
kong to the Island and told of 
the diMiculty encountered in get- 
{Ing Into the harbour-and ‘coming 
out through tho Straits, stating 
that his first journey there. sways 
not a very Inapiring oné, but he 
eubsequently found the island to 
be an most Interesting and fas- 
cinnting piace, 

He continued that Hainon 
Island waa about 260 miles south- 
west of Hongkong. It was about 
180 milea long and 115 miles wide 
at its greatest width, and was 
only 16 milea from the mainland. 


Volcanic Origin. 


The Iatand, he went on to say, 
was largely of volcante origin and 
there were a number of extinct 
volcanocs there. One conid 
cantly trace the lava flows. Ths 
soft formation was chiefly red 
enrth, the same as was found fn 
the Hawalfan Islanda. On the 
north, east and south-enst: coastg, 
the land was flat, but in the 
centre, mountains reached a 
height of nearly 7,000 fect. 

Dealing with the inhabitants cf 
the Island, the speaker said that 
they were chiofly Chinese, and 
were said to have come, originally, 
from Fukien province. In the 
interfor, however, there were 
aboriginals, who had not accepted 
civiligation or the rule of the 
Chinese Government. . He had 
been in the mountains several 
times and had noticed the big dif- 
ferences among the natives in the 


matter of cuatoms and dresa,- or |: 


lack of dress. 
Nomadic People. 


The people were nomadic and 
were in the habit of building vil- 
lages In one location and plant- 
ing rice along the hillsides, and 
then deciding to go to anothur 
location where they thought that 
cultivation would be better. 

It had. been impossible to 
estimate the population accurate- 
ly but he had been told it was 
between two and a half and three 
raillton. : 

Tropical Island. 


To his mind the main impor- 
tance of Hainan, as regards its 
economic position to China, was the 
fact that it lay wholly within the 
tropics, and tho land could, there- 


‘| fore, be used for cultivating pro- 


ducts of the tropics. Among the 
things which had been raised there 
was coffee. Plantations had been 
act up and the coffee was very good. 
Also pine-apples had been grown 
and it seemed that the soil was very 
sultable for raising them. Since 
tho introduction of varieties from 
Gingapore they had been rained in 
large quantities and ‘tho busincas 
could be developed to a very large 
extent. 

The speaker continued that jute 
was another product, for which, 
again, the soil was very favourable, 
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almost ten feet, and the quality was 
said to.bo pei good, 

Also cocoanuts. wera found in 
largo ‘ quantitics, Unfortunately 
the industry had not been daveloped 
and it. seemed to-him that there 
was room for expansion in tha 
mattor of growing coconnuts and 
ae producing vegetable mineral 
ofls. 

Retter Sugar Cane Needed. 


He continucd that other producta 
wero sugar, in connexion with 
which thore was need for tho in- 
troduction of better ‘cnne; rattan 
products, which were found in the 
mountninous jungles in Inrge and 
untouched quantitics, as also hard- 
woods. It had‘ also seemed to him 
that. it. would be very easy to 
develop the tropical fruit industry. 

Rubber, he went on to’ say, was 
another product, in respect of which 
plantations hnd been set up and 
had done very well as the quality 
waa very good.

Thero were = large 
tracts of unoccupied Jand which 
could be used and he was hoping 
that some day large plantations 
would be set up there. ° 

Continuing, the speaker said that 
between two and a half and three 
yenrs ago a certain geologist visit- 
ed the placo and camo to the con- 
clusion that if it were properly 
developed it would easily support 
ten million people, and that Hainan 
war one of the'richest parts of 
China.

FUTURE OF BURMA. 


SEPARATION IF PEOPLE 
DESIRE IT. 


. London, Jan, 12. 
‘The Government's policy ‘with 
regard to the future constitutional 
statua of Burma was announced 
by the Premier at the closing mect- 
Ing of the Burma Round Table 

Conference at St. James’ Palace. 


_ He said the Government was pre- 
pared. Sf and when satisfied that 
the Burmans desired a government 
reparate from Indin, to take steps 
jaubject to the approval of Parlla- 
ment, to entrust responsible govern- 
ment .in Burma to a bicameral 
logislature, representative of tho 
people of Burmn, with cortain 
qualifications. . 


The Iegisinture would be elected 
and partly nominated by the Gov- 
crnor, with adequate representation 
of communitiés and special in- 
terests. : 

The Premier, referring to the 
sltuatfon in India, emphasised that 
the Government would never ab- 

progate the duty to govern. 

The Prime Minister prefaced his 
statement of policy by a communi- 
cation to the conference of a mes- 
ange from the King, In which His 
Majeaty expressed cordial thanks 
for the loyal wishes of the con- 
ference. 

In the course 
of the proposed new Burma 
constitution the Premfer —men- 
tioned that the object of .the 
administration was to rnin 
the peaples who come under its 
rule to a position in when they 
could assume responsibility for 
their own government, and it wna 
with the greatest pride that Lis 
colleagues and himself fneed 
them to bring the first stage of 
their deliberations ta a con- 
eluaion, 


Disappointment Unnecessary. 


Some may be a little disappoint- 
ed, but he thought there way no 
renson for such feeling. Negotia- 
tions were always’ slow, especinl- 
ly constitutional negotiations. 
The Prime Minister then rend hls 
atutement, as authorised by the 
Cabinet. 

Responaibility would extend not 
only to provincinl subjects re- 
served as well as transferred, but 
nino to subjects which had hither- 
to been the responsibility of the 
Government of India. 

Tho Legialature should consist 
of two Houses. The Upper House 
should be composed partly of 
elected members and partly of mem- 
bers nominated by the Governor, 
and in size it should be nbout one 
third of the Lower House. The 
Lower House of 120 to 130 mein- 
tiers should be directly elected, 
minorities and special interests 
being adequately represented. 
The powers of the two Houses 
should be equal in all legislature 
monsures, including money bills, 
but supply should be vested In the 
Lower House: Differences of 
opinion should be settled by joint 
sensiona, 

The Ministry should ‘consist of 
about six, but not. more than eight, 
Ministers appointed — by the 
Governor and halding office during 
his pleasure. They should be 
collectively ' responsible to the 
legislature.

During the fierce fight which 
followed, the gunmnon seized 
weights from the counter welgh- 
ing machine’ and beat the post- 
master severely over the head but 
the Postmaster refused to let go. 

Finally the gunman tore him- 
aelf loone as other customers cn- 
tered, but the Postmaster set up ao 
hot pursuit, unfortunately in vain.

Siuuner 1b, of argo pluma till 
tender, but do not break ; drain caro- 
fully ; when cool halvo them and ro- 
moye the, atones;’ moke an almond 
filling of 4Ib. ground almonds, } icing 
sugar and 1 beaten cgg.

ALLEGED BRIBES, 


—_—_— 


‘THREE CONSTABLES ON 
SERIOUS CHARGES. 


“Tho present aysatem in regard to 
hawkers’ licences has enabled these 
people to make illegal exactions,” 
remarked Mr. Somerset Fitzroy, 
the Public Prosecutor, at the Kow- 
Joon Magiatracy before Mr: Fraser 
yesterday afternoon when he pro- 


‘secuted three constables and two 
other men 


In © connexion with 
alleged illegal exactions from haw- 
kers. 

The charges against the flrat two 
defendants, Chau Pang and Wong 
Tok, was that they did on divers 
dates between August 1 and Decem- 
bor 30 conspire with a person or 
Persons unknown, such persons be- 
ing public servants, to accept bribes 
with a-view to influencing his or 
their conduct as such public ser- 
vants. 

The charges against the three 
constables Li Lam, Mak Iu. and 
Wan Puli,’ were that between 
November 2 and December 29, they 
did conspire and combine together 
to make illegal exnctions from haw- 
kers, and with = misconduct — as 
Police constables. 

Mr. Horace Lo appeared on be- 
half of the first defendant, while 
Mr. I. X. d’Almada was for the 
three constables. The second de- 
fondant Wong Tok was not legally 
represented, 

Limited Number of Hawkers- 


Mr. Fitzroy said it was tu very 
wou and at the same time very 
unfortunate cuse. The — third, 
fourth and fifth defendants were 
constables in the Hongkong Police 
Foree and attached to what was 
called the dtawkers’ Division — in 
Kowloon, Their duties were to 
Jook alter all the hawkers and to 
sue that they complied with the re- 
ulations, The first und second 
defendants were outside people and 
they were alleged to have conspired 
in making MMlegal exactions from 
hawkers, 

The policy adopted in the Colony 
in regard to hawkers was that a 
Imited nuntber of licences’ were 
ranted to people with the view to 
limiting the number of hawkers. 
In this way, it was impossible for 
some people who were desirous of 
obtaining a living in that’ way, to 
do go. After one had obtained a 
licence to hawk, one must adhere to 
one line of trade, that is if one 
took a licence to sell fruit, one must 
keep to selling fruit. One was not 
allowed to ahift frum one line to 
another. 

This being the present polley, 
said Mr, Fitzroy there were many 


| peaple who wanted to earn a Hving 


by hawking but were unable to do 
xo because Heences were not 
Kranted to them. As they were 
unable to obtain licences, a number 
of them went to the streets to hawk 
without licences, 


A “Terrible System.” 


In this way, it started the 
“terrible system” of bribes. A 
hawker’s licence cost $4, and the de- 
Tendanta in this case imposed a 
levy of thirty cents ‘1 week in some 
cases and in others as much ag 31 
we week, Evidence would later be 

‘oo to show the enormity of the 
exactions, 

The constables themacives could 
not collect theae levies but had to 
xet some people outside to do so. 
Here was where the first and 
second defendants came into the 
picture. They would collect the 
levy from the hawkers week by 
week, giving a different pass-word 
every time with a number, so that 
When the hawkers were accosted 
by the constables in- the street, 
they could give the pass-word of 
the week and their numbers. — If 
they could supply these, they would 
not be interfered with, but other- 
wise they would be charged. 


A Police Raid, 


With this syatem, the cornatables 
could check up the number of hawe- 
kers who had paid the levy, and 
could at the same time tell whether 
the first and second defendants had 
been double-crossing them in re- 
surd to the payment, If a number 
of hawkers had not paid their levy, 
the constables would round them 
up to allow the first two defendants 
to collect. 

A raid was made by Police offi- 
cers on the ground floor of No. 
241 Temple Street and there they 
found a list of names, presumably 
ay” people who paid levy. Ap- 
parently even Heensed “hawker 
were made to pay. If oa hawker 
had psid ihe “squeeze money," if 
Mr. Tituroy could uae the term, he 
was not interfered with at all, nu 
matter what he did. 

Giving evidence, Detective Sub- 
Tnnpector Elston said at about 6.80 
‘p.m. on December 29, he raided the 
xround floor of No. 241 Temple 
Street, which was the abode of the 
first defendant, who was found 
sitting in the hall of the house, 
There were about seven people 
there, and the second defendant 
was found in ‘the kitchen. In tho 
rear cubicle, three note-books wera 
found on a shelf beside the bed. 
This cubicle was ronted by tho first 
defendant. Three more note-books 
were discovered under the mat of 
the bed and throe pleces of paper 
Wore uncovered from a market 
basket which was hanging over 
the bed.

PASSPORT .. CASE 
CONCLUDED. 


LOCAL DOCTOR'S SON 
ACQUITTED, 


‘Tho son of Dr. K, L. Kwan, who 
was arrested recently in con- 
nexlon with an alloyed attempt to 
obtaln travelling: certificates on 
false documents, was discharged 
by Mr. Willlama at. the Central 
Police Court yesterday afternoon 
when the ense for the Crown was 
closed, 

Kwan Shiu-yee, the son of Dr. 
Kwan, was represented by Mr. M. 
K. Lo while two other youths, 
Chan Yat-ho and Chan Fan were 
represented by, Mr. F. H. Loseby 
and were alap charged fn con- 
nexion with the alleged fraud, 

Before hig Worship gave his de- 
clsfon in the cnse of Kwan Shiu- 
yee, Mr. Lo futimnted «that he 
wished it mado clear that although 
he did not cross-examine Mr. W. 
M. Thomson on the point at the Inst 
hearing, Dr. Kwan did not admit 
he told the S.C.A. official that his 
son knew the first two defendanta. 
Mr, Lo remarked that he had not 
received any inatruetions on that 
point at the time but he was aub- 
acquently informed that: no ach 
statement was made by Dr, Kwan. 


One Defendant Dischurged. 


Mr. Lo also pointed out that 
even according to Mr, Thomson 
the statement was made ot the 
first Interview at which the third 
defendant was not presen: and, in 
his absence, what statement 
might have been made waa not ad- 
missible in evidence. If he (Mr, 
Lo) did not submit it at the time 
he submitted then that the state- 
ment was inadmissible, 

Giving hia decision hia Worahip 
said that he had come to the con- 
clusion that the case againat the 
third defendant had to be dismias- 
ed, There was no evidence that 
he had been seen with the other 
two defendants nt or about the 
time of the alleged fraud. There 
was also no evidence that the cer- 
tified extract of the third deten- 
dant's birth certifiente war ever In 
his poaseraion. 

Continulng hia Worship anid 
that he had looked up tho Ordin- 
ance of the Registration of Births 
and Denths and discavered — that 
anybody was entitled to obtain an 
extract on payment of a fee. In 
the absence of evidence that the 
defendant had been seen with the 
others and also that the certificate 
wns ever in his possessien, his 
Worship discharged Kwan Shiu-yee 
on both the charges against him, 
those of conspiracy to obtain a 
passport by fraud and of aiding 
and nhetting Chan Yat-ho and 
Chan Fan to obtain the pasaport 
by fraud, 

Chan Yat-ho and Chan Fan were 
convicted on the charge of obtain- 
tng the document by unlawful 


}menns, and were fined $250, with 


the alternative of six weeka’ hard

tropics which was contrary to what 
many people thought. 


Progressive People. 


Referring to the Hainanese, he 
said they were a very progressive 
people. <A great niany of them had 
been ‘away to Singapore, the Malay 
States, Bangkok, and other places, 
and had returned with progresaive 
idens which they had put into ef- 
fect. One of the results of their 
enterprise was the erection of the 
Hainan Hospital, which had been 
built entirely by the Chinese, and 
it was doing a very fine piece of 
work, It had beech generously 
supported by: Mr. Chau" Yue-ting. 
They wore also building new 
schools and were doing ether things 
which showed they were making 
progress, 

Dealing with maternity work, the 
apeaker commented on the fact that 
in 1906 a report showed that there 
were only four maternity cases dealt 
with during the year. For several 
years past, however, they had dealt 
with between 600 and 700 maternity 
cases in the hospital and, In {nct, 
people had had to be turned away. 
Maternity centres had been 
established In the country. 

He commented on the quickness 
with which the Chinese had seen 
the benefits of hospital treatment. 
It was rather remarkable, os a good 
many doctors had told him that 
they did not know of any other 
Place in China where women were 
xo quick to go to hospital. A re- 
sult had been a diminution of in- 
fantile diseases, 

In conclusion, Dr. Bercovitz ox 
tended a general invitation to any 
pf the members of the Club who 
wished to visit the Island, saying 
they could be sure of o hospitable 
welcome, 

Speech of Thanks, 


In thanking the speaker, Rotarian 
Herklota said he had not yet had 
an opportunity of visiting the 
island but several of his friends 
had done so and had brought back 
most interesting accounts, The 
address had convinced him that he 
would have to go there at an carly 
opportunity, 

He continued it was particularly 
interesting, aa following so closely 
on the address delivered by 
Rotarian J. D, Bush the previous 
week, on “Agriculture in the New 
Territories." He was interested to 
hear the speaker mention. an 
example of the red soll of Hainan, 
saying that that same soil was alao 
found In the New Territories, a 
soll which was said to be so poor 
as to make agriculture in the New 
Territories extremely difficult!
